At the conclusion of a brief meet­ 
ing Colonel Stewart and the board 
of directors supporting him in his 
battle with the Rockefeller inter­ 
ests announced a stock dividend of 
BO per cent, a regular cash divi­ 
dend of 62 x/i cents a share and an 
extra cash dividend of 50 cents a 
share. 
The stock dividend, amounting to 
one-half share of stock for each of 
the nearly 9,250,000 whole shares 
outstanding, will be paid to stock­ 
holders of record February 16 and 
the extra stock will participate in 
the cash dividends 
to 
be 
paid 
March 15, one week after the an­ 
nual 
stockholders’ 
meeting, 
to 
stockholder® of record February 16. 
The new stock, however, cannot 
be voted at the stockholders’ meet­ 
ing March 7, when the fight be­ 
tween Colonel Stewart 
and 
Mr. 
Rockefeller will be decided, as the 
books for the stockholders’ meet­ 
ing close tomorrow, eleven days be­ 
fore the stock dividend becomes 
payable. 
Is Normal Business. 
Except for the brief announce­ 
ment of the action of the directors, 
no comment was forthcoming on 
the big melon split in stock and 
money, either from Colonel Stew­ 
art or hi® supporters, all apparently 
being inclined to allow the action 
lo speak for itself. 
The cash dividends on the stock, 
besides the 50 per cent stock divi­ 
dend, will amount to more than 
116,000,000. 
The 
stock 
dividend, 
when paid, will still leave to be 
issued almost 1,250,000 shares of 
the 15,000,000 shares of $25 par 
value authorized. 
After the directors’ meeting L. 
L. Stephens, general counsel, is­ 
sued this stateem nt:

THE AMERICAN public school 
system— pride of the nation for 


m a n y years— is really a great re­ 
cruiting ground for our steadily 
increasing army of criminals, ac­ 
cording to an article in the Feb­ 
ruary North American Review by 
Justice Samuel D. Levy 
of 
the 
New York City Children’s Court. 
Justice Levy explains it 
thus: 
Fully 2,000,000 children 
in our 
public schools, a tenth of the total 
enrollment, are 
below 
normal 
mentally. Given special attention, 
nearly all of these could be devel­ 
oped into 
useful 
citizens. 
But 
since the ordinary school makes 
little provision for them, they fall 
behind In their 
classwork, 
are 
dubbed “ dummy” by their school 
fellows, and rapidly develop an- 
ti-soclal attitudes that later lead 
many of them into criminal pur­ 
suits. 
The remedy, as he sees It, is the 
establishment 
of 
ungraded 
schools in which 
Buch children 
could tie educated without being 
made to feel inferior. 
The cost, 
he admits, would be great, but he 
believes the savings in the crime 
bill would more than counterbal­ 
ance it. 
His suggestion is worth earnest 
consideration. 
The National Ed­ 
ucational Association might well 
give it some study.

The total area under crops and 
grass in England and Wales, or 
classified as grazing land in agri­ 
cultural holdings

acre in extent, is 30.680,000 acres 
this year, or 36.000 acres fewer 
than in 1927. according to the lat­ 
est agricultural returns.

that she proposed to him on their 
second meeting, but

wife, 
when called to the stand, refused 
to waive immunity and her testi­ 
mony was not heard. The

riage, described in other testi­ 
mony as a “ kidnaping.” 
Much of the Indian's story was 
a repetition of “ I don’t 
know,” 
but now and then he 
answered 
the questions more fully. 
Once Senator Pine, Republican 
of Oklahoma, asked him wheth­ 
er he knew’ the difference 
be­ 
tween a $5 and a $20 bill. 
Tells of Marriage 
His answer, “ do you?” drew a 
roar of laughter from the specta­ 
tors who crowded the eommitee 
room. 
Then Senator Thomas, Demo­ 
crat, Oklahoma, showed 
him a 
photograph of himself and asked 
him to identify it. Barnett, after 
a pause, apparently decided 
the 
question was a joke and refused 
to answer. 
The Indian’s testimony began 
with a rambling account 
of his 
marriage in Kansas and his sub­ 
sequent removal from Oklahoma 
to Los Angeles, where he said he 
had a home “like the movie 
ac­ 
tors at Hollywood 
to live 
in.” 
Pictures of the mansion were put 
into the record. 
“ You didn’t 
know* you
